WILMINGTON S POLIO PROGRAM 


The Board of Health has many 
problems to solve, before the 
Salk Vaccine program can be 
started this Spring. Vaccine 
will be available to all chil- 
dren between the ages of 6 
months and 15 years, sometime 
this spring, and, in addition, 
to all expectant mothers. The 
Board of yealth must first 
prepare a complete program, 
which must meet State Board of 
Health approval, before the 
vaccine will be available. 
Plans are being made, at the 
present time, to have every 
available child innoculated 
with two injections before 
Jiy 1, 1956. It is believed 
that there will be atout 1900 
children in the Wilmington 
Public Schools, and 1356 pre- 
school children, “in the pro- 
gram this year. Complicating 
this particular phase of the 
picture is the fact that some 
Wilmington children attend 
school in other towns and 
cities. 

The 456 children who received 
their first innoculation last 
year will receive their second 
this year, but this too has 
complications. ver 40 of 
those children have moved to 
other towns , and will have to 
be traced by the School Auth- 
orities. About an equal num- 
ber have moved into town, and 
the School Authorities will 
have to make certain that 
these have already had their 
first innoculation. 

The Board of yealth em- 
phasises that they will need 
wlunteer assistance, from 
Registered Nurses, or from 
ladies with nursing assist- 
ance, in order to carry out 
the entire program. 
Expectant mothers will also 
receive free Salk vaccine. 
They will be required to have 
a physician's certificate.

Dear Patrick: 


First of all, our sincere thanks for the kind 
words about the father of the pubitisher of this 
Paper. We hope that our convictions are just 
as sincere, and just as true. While the read- 
ing public still does not know who you are, we 
can say that you were one of the coming gener- 
ation who always ranked very highly, in his 
eyes. 

We would gather from your latest letter that 
you might want to advocate an Executive Secre- 
tary type of Government for Wilmington. There 
is a lot to be said for such a government, but 
we personally feel that the thing to do this 
year is to vote NO, and then make c anges in 
our charter to correct the sore spots. We have 
corrected one sore spot, that of the power of 
transfer by the Town Manager. We can corréct 
others, just as well. 

No government is better than the people who 
run it:, and it is essential that those people 
be morally honest and square. We have had of- 
ficials in-Wilmington who could not<so, qualify, 
both before and since we voted the Town Manager 
plan, [Jt is one of the things that we can say 
in favor of Joe Courtney, that is, in our be- 
lief he is morally honest and sincere. perhaps 
if we felt otherwise we would be on your side 
of the fence, instead of sort of perching on 
top. 

ou like ourselves are concerned with the 
democratic approach to government, with the 
Participation of the electorate to the great- 
est possible extent, and with the political ed- 
ucation of our people. 

If we should vote out the Town Manager plan 
this spring, we would return to a system that 
was not exactly satisfactory to our mind. We 
often had trouble in just getting candidates, 
for the various offices, as you can well rem- 
ember, during the fifteen years between 1935 
and 1950. We voted out the Caucus, which was 
a means of getting candidates, because of the 
disrepute with which that instrument had tal- 
len, in larger cities. We waited for people to 
step forward, and volunteer for office, and the 
result was such that often there was only one 
candidate for any particular post. There was- 
n’t much choice theee for the electorate. 

As we have said, appointing officers is not 
essentially and finally democratic, but under 
the present Town Manager we have had a larger 
participation in town affairs by the citizens 
than at any time in the last. twenty years. 
That is an accomplishment. [Jt is true that 
some John Doe might be, overlooked, but we have 
a lot of James, and Williams, and other Does 
in the town now who would neyer have stepped 
forward under the ‘Nomination Papers’ plan. 
It is a rough and confused problem, but we 
are going to vote No, and retain the present 
Town Charter.
